uncovered an ingenious but u n su c-I 
restful defense planned by George ' 
W ashington

phia from the British in 1 7 7 7. 
Tile dredges and shovels, used in I 
a reclamation project bv an 
oil I 
concern, first began to 
bring 
up 
iron-snouted poles sunk 
In 
the I 
river bed in rock-weighted wood­ 
en pens. 
O fficials consulted an old map of j 
the city and learned that the course 
of the Delaware had changed some- I 
what since the davs of the Re vt lu - : 
tion. 
They a’«o discovered that the 
poles apparently were a network cl 
chevauxs-rie-friexe, 
a 
projective 
line of 
iron spikes, which the de­ 
fenders of the city strung across: 
the rfver to keep tile British ships 
from moving up the channel 
During 
high tide his 
line

spikes was under water and any j 
English ship approaching did sir 
at the risk of having its 
bottom j 
torn out. 
The ‘spikes" 
were 
33 
feet long. and placed in the boxes 
at 45 degree angles, pointing down 
the river 
A channel was left for 
American ships to 
clear, and 
a 
long chain was stretched across ai 
the channel point. 
Tile British could not approach 
the barricade as long as the guns 
of old Fort Mifflin, on the Pennsyl- I 
vania shore, could keep firing But 
with the destruction of this fort by j 
Lord Howe's batteries, and Wash­ 
ington *s 
reverses 
at 
Brandywine J 
and Germantown, the city had to j 
be abandoned 
Lord Howe brought his 
supply 
ships to Philadelphia, and Wash­ 
ington then retired to Valley Fktrge 
for the winter. 


TURTLES HUNTED 
FOR BUCK MAGIC 


Strange Quest Was Effort 
To Repay Kindness 
Of Indians 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz. — Fourteen 
white men spent 
many 
hours of 
their time, and 128 on long distance 
telephone calls collecting two liv e 1 
turtles to be used by a Navajo med­ 
icine man in a futile effort to save 
the life of an Indian woman. 
A 
G. Buchenberg. retired busi­ 
ness executive, started the peculiar 
search. The engineer became lost 1 
in the Painted 
desert 
of north­ 
eastern Arizona, where he was aid­ 
ing the national park service in 
excavation work. 
Tired, hot and thirsty, Buchen­ 
berg finally was found by a wan­ 
dering band of 
Navajo 
Indians. 
They took him to a group of their 
sun-baked hogans, fed 
him, 
and 
gave him water. 
In the tiny Indian village, a Na­ 
vajo medicine man was trying to 
save two Indian women from dy­ 
ing. Part of his equipment was a 
turtle shell. 
Medicine Mail Meticulous 
Tile Indian priest explained that , 
his cure wouldn’t work because the 1 
turtle shell he was using was for , 
use on a man, not a woman. 
Buchenberg 
promised 
to 
find 
him some turtle shells of tile prop- | 
er variety*.The medicine man eau- J 
Honed him that he must have live ] 
tut ties. 
The Indians ca refu lly cut the | 
shell from a live turtle and allow | 
the creature to wander off into the J 
desert, in Hie 
belief 
that it can j 
grow another. 
Faithful to his promise, Burh- j 
enberg wrote several airmail let- 
ters to his son, A. G. Buchenberg. j 
Jr., in Port Huron, Mich., and other | 
friends. 
* 
Buchenberg, 
Jr., 
spent 
three | 
weeks in a sail boat, accompanied 
by his wife, 
on 
Michigan lakes 
searching for live water turtles to 
keep his father’s promise, but with- j 
out success. He even hired two men 
for two w’eek-ends to search for j 
turtles in the Black river, without 
success.

Turtles Tem Small 
Buchenberg telegraphed to friends 
in Detroit and San Francisco but 
all they could find were little green 
turtles and those 
were 
not large 
enough. 
Messages to New- York, Georgia 
and Philadelphia failed to produce 
a live turtle. 
Finally, two 14-inch water tur­ 
tles from Port Huron. Mich., ar­ 
rived by express at the Wapatki 
national monument and were de­ 
posited in pools of water and care­ 
fully shaded from the sun. 
But before the 
medicine 
man 
could be reached to inform him 
the turtles had arrived, the Indian 
woman had died.
